It was a busy year in Fort 
Erie and mayor Doug Martin 
reflects on it as one with 
many accomplishments, 
heading into 2012. 

The biggest news maker 
for Martin was the conten¬ 
tious Bay Beach issue, a 
partnership between the 
municipality and the 
Molinaro Group, a Hamilton 
and Burlington based devel- 

Earlier this month, coun¬ 
cil approved site plans to 
move ahead with the 12- sto¬ 
rey building on the south 
side of Erie Road, near the 
waterfront in Crystal Beach. 

Martin said it is "finally 
resolved" and is glad his 
council will be able to focus 
its attention on other mat¬ 
ters in Greater Fort Erie. 

"It dominated the debate 
and discussion every week," 
said Martin while meeting 
with the Times this week.

Mayor Doug Martin 
ized on both sides of the 
issue. 

"It was one of the most 
divisive debates we've had... 
not just on council but in the 
community as well," said 
Martin. 

One project that Martin 
looks forward to seeing com¬ 
pleted, is the Frenchman's 
Creek Sanitary Trunk Main, 
an almost $20 million 
improvement to local sewer 
systems. 

This will allow for more 
residential, commercial and 
industrial development 
along the Garrison Road 
corridor and have an 
extremely positive impact 
on the town, says Martin. It 
will also alleviate flooding 


issues in Crescent Park and 
allow for a number of 
planned subdivisions in the 
area to move forward. 

"That's going to be one of 
the most important projects 
when it comes to the long¬ 
term development of the 
town," said Martin. 

On Jan. 17, a pre-hearing 
for the proposed Canadian 
Motor Speedway project will 
be held at Town Hall. It's a 
multi-million dollar auto¬ 
racing facility with many 
other additional features 
that investors are hoping to 
construct on over 800 acres 
of land, west of the Queen 
Elizabeth Way, between 
Bowen and Gilmore Roads. 

"That's going to be a major 
benefit for us," said Martin. 

The upcoming season at 
the Fort Erie Racetrack will 
be the final of three where 
the local border oval has 


profit organization, under 
the title of the Fort Erie Live 
Racing Consortium. It is 
made up of representatives 
from the Town of Fort Erie, 
the Horsemen's Benevolent 
and Protection Agency and 
the Fort Erie Economic 


Development and Tourism 
Corporation. The local gov¬ 
ernment each year has 
approved $500,000 for a total 
of $1.5 million during the 
three-year trial period. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment has allocated $15 mil¬ 
lion for three years. 

Martin says this is the 
most viable and sustainable 
option the track has seen, 
during its several years of 
ups and downs. 

"I think the not-for-profit 
consortium has proven to be 
the best way to go," he said. 

Budget deliberations will 
continue in the New Year 
and like every time around, 
Martin says it won't be easy. 

Replenishing the facilities 
reserve fund from last year's 
decision to restore the Point 
Abino Lighthouse, finding a 
way to save the Kinsmen 
Pool, allocating funds for 
lights at local soccer fields... 
there are many possible 
expenditures that will need 
to be discussed. 

With dwindling bingo rev¬ 
enues, this becomes more of 
a challenge. 

"Service clubs are unable 
to fulfill that role they have 
in the past so well," 


said Martin. 

Allocating funds 
for the War of 1812 
bicentennial cele¬ 
brations that will 
take place in June 
will also be a part of 
the budget, which 
Martin says is very 
important for the 
local community as 
well. 

Working with 
recommendations 
made by the 
Niagara Health 
System's supervisor 
Kevin Smith, along 
with the findings of 
the inquest of the 
inquest into the 
death of Reilly 
Anzovino were the 
two biggest health 
care issues in 2011 
and Martin says the 
Town will do what 
it can to facilitate 
any involvement 

"We have been 
and will continue 
to be a big part of 
that."

Busy holiday season for FEFD 


The Fort Erie Fire 
Department (FEED) has been 
kept busy so far this holiday 

On Christmas Eve, firefight¬ 
ers were called to an address 
on Bertie Street just before 
midnight, for a structure fire. 

It was caused by an electri¬ 
cal problem and damage is 


being estimated at around 
$75,000. 

On Wednesday, a two-alrm 
fire called out the FEFD to an 
address in Crescent Park, at 
the comer of Parkside Avenue 
and Scott Street 

Unfortunately, two cats per¬ 
ished in the fire...but one dog 
was able to survive. 


Fire chief Larry Coplen said 
damage is in the range of 
$125,000 between the home's 
contents and the structure 
itself. 

Cause is still undetermined, 
but no foul play is expected to 
have taken place. 

"It's not being deemed sus¬ 
picious at all," said Coplen.

After having to abandon 
his rig, he started to swim 
back to shore...but didn't get 
very far before officials from 
U.S. border patrol cruised 
out to where all the action 
had taken place and offered 
him a ride back to safety and 
dry land.

"I didn’t realize they were 
gone until I was on the boat,” 
he said with a laugh. 

He estimates the equip¬ 
ment lost in the mid-river 
episode is valued at $2,500 
and he considered trying to 
rescue as much as he could... 
but he was more concerned 
with living to see Christmas. 

“It was more important for 
me to get back to safety,” said 
Fulton. 

Fulton performs this 
annual stunt to raise aware¬ 
ness about homelessness 
and on Christmas Day deliv¬ 
ers food and warm 
clothing to less for¬ 
tunate individuals 
in Niagara. 

“That’s what I try 
to do, to get people 
to think a few days 
before Christmas,” 
said Fulton.
